But 
asa result of that blow deceased died threo 
orfour hours afterwards at the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospitel, after his depositions 
had been taken by the Magistrate.

Ho paid me some money; the money was 
not enough for the goods. I asked him to 
pay the proper amount. He took hold of a 
seale and struck at de.

Aa the result of a recent Cabinet Mest- 
ing, instructions were issued to Govemor- 
General Nogi from the. Minister President 
and tho Colonial Minister, and these 
instructions, having now obtained His 
Majosty’s sanction, are reported: to be on 
the point of being published in the Oficial 
Gavette, The outlines of these instructions 
aro as follow = :
